"I bad my choice to cover the coro- 


nation for the Yorkshire Post, the 
Glasgow Herald and Birmingham Post 
or to take this assignment in the L'uit- 
ed States," said Mrl Fraser. 'T chose 
to come here. Ton see,, my wife is an 
American. 


'•My views of Siberia differ from 


those of other writers and especially 
so in the book I have written? Yes, I 
am well aware of that. Tha trouble is 
that the public up to now has never 
bad the real Siberia pictured to it. 
It is a beautiful land; not one of eter- 
nal snow. 


"Why, do you know that I believe Si- 


beria will be the great food producing 
center of the world in the future? It 
is a great agricultural country. It re- 
minds nie of the vast stretches of ag- 
ricultural lands I have seen in the 
United States. 


"There are plenty of evidences of 


American craft in Siberia, in Baldwin 
locomotives and in farming implements 
that the Russian government sells to 
the peasants at cost price. Americans 
do not sell as much agricultural ma- 
chinery as they might. 
That little 


countervailing duty that the United 
States imposes on Russian sugar oper- 
ates against them.- The Russians have 
retaliated by imposing a duty of 25 
per cent on all American machinery.

Former Royal Residence Is Situated 


on the lale of Wight and Warn Bmilt 
In 184O-One of the Most Beautiful 
Palaces In Great Britain—Greatly 
Revered by Englishmen. 
Osborne House, which has been pre- 


sented by King Edward to the British 
nation, i« revered by Ensrli'shmpn be- 
cause of its association with the mem- 
ory of Queen Victoria, says the New 
York World. 
It was there she liked 


best to sojourn with the prince con- 
sort, and it was there she died. Per- 
haps no choice of a gift by King Ed- 
ward would be more gratifying to the 
kingdom than Osborne House. 


In comparison with other royal resi- 


dences Osborne House is new. It was 
built in 1840 on the Isle of Wight, over- 
looking the Solent. 
The name is an 


ancient one and is properly "Auster- 
burne," the "Easter Brook." The es- 
tate was held for many years by an 
old island family, the Bowermans, 
from whom it was purchased by 
Eustace Mann during the reign of 
Charles I. 


Tradition has it that during the civil 


war Mann buried his wealth in a wood 
on the estate and afterward could not 
find it. The place is known to this day 
as "Money Coppice." 


His granddaughter married a man 


named Blackford, who built the first 
Osborne House. Lady Isabella Black- 
ford, a descendant, sold the "estate to 
Queen Victoria, in -1840. It has since 
been enlarged until at the present time 
It comprises 5,000 acres extending from 
Medina on the west to Brooks Copse 
on the east. 


Osborne House was the private prop- 


erty of the sovereign. It is known as 
one of the most beautiful palaces in 
Gj*at Britain. The structure is in the 
siyie of Palladio. It embodies, more- 
over, many of the ideas of the prince 
consort and reflects in a measure 
Queen Victoria's tastes. A bell tower 
ninety feet high rises above the palace, 
and behind the' apffirtiuents occupied 
by Queen Victoria is a flag tower 107 
feet high. The rooms are filled with 
rare pictures, statues and costly fur- 
nishings. 


In the council room, one of the most 


magnificent in the palace and located 
in the pavilion, hangs Landseer's fa- 
mous painting, "The Deer Drive." 


The gardens are arranged in terraces, 


sloping to the water's edge, where is 
located a little jetty bjiilt for the queen. 


The prince consort established a mod- 


el farm on the estate, to which the 
queen and he gave much attention. 


It was at Osboi'he House that the 


queen chose to rest during the illness 
which resulted In her death. 


Princess Henry of Battenberg, the 


queen's youngest daughter, was ap- 
pointed governor of the Isle of Wight 
by her royal parent and ruled from Os- 
borne House. 


Soon after the queen's death King 


Edward, it was said, wished to dis- 
continue Osborue House as a royal 
residence owing to the expense of keep- 
ing it up and the distance from Lon- 
don. 
Lord Rothschild was named as 


a probable tenant at an annual rental 
of §100,000. 
William Waldorf Astor 


was also said to be negotiating to buy 
the palace as a wedding present for 
his daughter Pauline. Then it was an- 
nounced that under a clause of Queen 
Victoria's will Osborne House could 
not thus be disposed of.

OPENED BY TEACHERS OF COUN- 


TY MONDAY MORNING. 


Three Excelelnt Lecturers Have Been 


Secured, All of Whom Will be 


Present During Week. 


The annual Teachers' Institute of 


Licking county, which is being held 


111 iLo 


was opened on Monday morning with 
a rather small attendance, many of 
the county teachers not arriving until 
later in the day. 
Three most excel- 


lent lecturers have been secured, all of 
whom will be piesent during the en- 
tire week—Prof. C. C. Miller, super- 
intendent of the public schools of Li- 
ma, Ohio;Dr. Henry Houck, of Penn- 
sylvania a widely known educator, and 
Dr. Charles Keyes, of Hartford, Conn. 
During the week each of these gentle- 
men will deliver two 
lectures each 


day. 


At ten o'clock this morning tho first 


session was called to order by Prof. 
D D. Pryor of Etna, piesident of the 
association. 


He introduced the Rev. Mr. Yantls 


who after the singing of "America" 
conducte^ the devotional exercises. 


The President then introduced the 


fist speaker of the 
morning, 
Dr. 


Keyes, who by his engaging personali- 
ty immediately won the attention and 
interest of every one present. 
His 


subject was one winch appealed to ev 
ery listener. After a brief expression 
of his pleasure at being present in a 
company of Ohio teachers, the speak- 
er proceeded to discuss the question, 
"What Are We Here For?" The prin 
cipal thought which he urged upon his 
hearers was the realization of the 
ideals which should be kept before ev 
ery teacher, and he declared that the 
value of the institute is proportionate 
to its power to impress upon the teach- 
er's mind a higher ideal of the Beauty 
of his calling. 
Mr. Keyes described 


the old fashioned Teachers' Institute, 
where the one idea was to extend and 
fortify the scholarship of the teachers; 
of the later years when "methodology" 
was the^great subject with which the 
.teacher's, attention was engaged; he 
then proceeded to describe the model 
institute of today, such as he hoped 
the one now in session would be. 
declared that the mission of the true 
institute was to idealise three things— 
the school, the child and the teacner; 
emphasizing the wideness of the teach- 
er's opportunity and urging the value 
of personality and individuality. 
He 


dwelt on the fact that the duty of the 
school is to prepare pupils for their 
life work—to train them for service. 
The true teacher 
will find in every 


child an illimitable opportunity. 
In 


conclusion the speaker dwelt upon the 
thought that in the teacher fitness for 
his work, his preparation and his un- 
derstanding of the child lies the secret 
of his success. 


After Mr. Keyes' address a five min- 


ute intermission was allowed to com- 
plete registration. Mr. Pryor announc- 
ed that the remaining half hour of,the 
morning sesison would be divided be- 
tween the other two speakers, and 
first presented Prof. Miller, of Lima 
who declared himself, being an Ohio 
man, most happy in addressing an as 
sembly Of Ohio teachers. 
He then 


spoke briefly of the constant change 
and advancement which educationa 
systems must undergo to keep pace 
with the activities of human life. He 
spoke briefly of the work which he and 
his fello instructors hope to acccm 
phsh in the coming week, dwelling on 
the thought that with interested in- 
structors and interested hearers 
this 


can easily be accomplished. 


The last speaker Dr. Henry Houck 


of Pennsylvania, humorously described 
himself as the Keystone, which placed 
between the Yankee and the Buckeye, 
holds the arch firmly in position. He 
also spoke of the work to be done in 
the few days of the institute, when the 
instructors and teachers would bear 
the relations of teacher and pupil; he 
warned the teachers that they them- 
selves would, at the opening of their 
school sessions, be under an examina- 
tion as rigid as any to which their pu- 
pils would ever be subjected; that it 
is the true teacher who can successful- 
ly stand this test, and begin her work 
by winning the hearts of those with 
whom she is associated. 


A witty anecdote or two concluded 


the short talk, at which Mr 
Houck 


declared himself desirous of dismiss- 
ing his audience in a good humor, and 
ended this part of the morning's pro- 
gram.

The bookholder shown in the 
pictuie is capable of attachment to the 
wall, tree, gas fixture or a piece of fur- 
niture, but in all cases the book is held 
perfectly quiet, and when once proper- 
ly adjusted under the light there is no 
variation, and the arms and body of 
the reader are free to find the most 
comfortable position possible.

Desperate Criminal Who Una Terror- 


ised the State of \VanlilnKton HUB 
on Several Occa«ion» Sprnnu; Hand- 
enttm and Shackles While Walking- 
With His GnartU. 
When Harry Tracy, the desperado 


wbo has terrorized all the state of 
Vashlngtoii, was a small boy, he es- 
ablisbed his reputation as a dangerous 
Criminal ia Monroe county, la., says a 
dispatch from Albia, la., to the PMla- 
lelphia North American. Late in thp 
all of 1887 a fine road team belonging 
o R. O. Cramer of Albia was stolen 
rom a stable in the heart of the city. 
The theft occurred at 9 o'clock in the 
evening and ^as so bold that persons 
who saw two men drive away from 


iramer's barn with his blooded team 
supposed that the horses were being 
aken away with the permission of the 
owner. 


After spending several thousand dol- 
ars in reccnering his team Mr. Cra- 
mer and Sheriff Milt Forrest of Albia 
connected Tiacy with the crime and 
:ound him in jail at Wymore, Neb. 
Sxtradition papers were secured, and 
Tracy was brought back to Albia for 
rial. But the work of the officers had 
only begun. The prisoner was locked 
n the county jail only a few hours 
when guards discovered that he had 
picked all the locks between himself 
md freedom and was about to make 
his escape. 


Unwilling to trust the man in a cell, 


Sheriff 
Forrest ordered that he be 


:aken to the Cramer hotel and kept in 
a room under the constant watcb of 
guards. 
George and Frank Harris, 


iwo of the sheriff's deputies, were se- 
lected as the man's guards. 
Tracy 


warned them that they had undertaken 
a big job, and they exercised great 
care in making the prisoner's escape 
impossible. His clothing was all taken 
from him, and he was given wearing 
apparel which was known to be free 
from any sort of weapons or tools. The 
room was cleared of all furniture that 
was not absolutely necessary for the 
use of the prisoner and his guards. 


Frank Harris agreed that he would 


be handcuffed with the, prisoner and 
would sleep with him, thus making es- 
cape impossible. The door leading into 
the third story room, in which the man 
was imprisoned, was securely locked, 
arid George Harris stood guard in the 
hall outside".' In>the middle of the first 
night)(the prisoner was kept in the ho- 
tel''Frank Harris awoke .and discov- 
ered that Tracy had sprung the hand- 
cuff .from his wn§t and was standing 
at the door, which "he had unlocked 
without the aid of any tool. A broom 
straw afterward found on the floor 
was supposed to have been the means 
of picking the lock. 


On other occasionst Tracy sprung 


handcuffs and shackles while walk- 
ing with'his guards. His great skill at 
manipulating locks baffled all guards, 
and finally Sheriff Forrest was com- 
pelled to send the man to the state 
penitentiary at Fort Madison, la., 
where he was kept until time for his 
appearance in court. During his trial 
a small army of men watched him con- 
stantly. A woman who gave her name 
as Minnie Allen was arrested in con- 
nection with the theft of Cramer's 
horses, and it was shown that she 
joined Tracy and his partner some- 
where in Missouri and traveled with 
them to St Joseph, Mo. She was tried 
at the same tirne Tracy was, but was 
not convicted. 


Tracy was convicted and sentenced 


to seven years in the Fort Madison 
penitentiary. He made the boast that 
he would escape from the officers on 
the way to prison, but a large guard 
made his escape impossible and finally 
landed him behind the bars, where he 
remained for five years. He was a 
model prisoner, anC his sentence was 
commuted on account of his good be- 
havior. He was employed in the black- 
smithing department during his im- 
prisonment and proved to be a skillful 
workman.

own laws. 


The court upheld this point and In 


the decision declared that tne Pennsyl 
vania injunction could not be enforced 
under the laws of Ohio .Judge Strim 
pie held that except in the case o 
judgments the orders of other states 
are not necessarily binding, where a 
judgment is sought. A state might, in 
case it must enforce all orders, have 
to contravene its own acts and thi 
he held could not be demanded of a 
sovereign state.
